WORLD FRIENDSHIP 



A definite request has been placed before the students of Mc- 
■^^11. The European Student Relief Committee a,t Geneva has asked 
(he universities of Canada to assume a part of the responsibility of 
providing a Student Friendship Fund for the assistance of European 
students who urc in reduced circumstances . The am^n|^lottcd^^^^^ 
.McGill is $500.00, a comparatively small sum to a uriiverstty'whoise 
registration is as large as that of McGill . At a recent luncheon of 
ihcuncmbcr.s of the faculty the question was laid before jthem and 
enthusiastically received . A committee was immediately appointed 
to superintend a campaign for .subscriptions from that body. We 
heartily congratulate them on the readiness with which they have 
assumed responsibility for as.sisting to meet the needs of students of 
other lands, and we are confident that whatever objective ihey set 
they will reach . 

In .spite of this, however, we feel ithat the student Friendship 
Fund presents an essentially student appeal. The whole responsi- 
bility should not be shifted upon the shoulders of the professors; the 
undergraduates should assume at least ,the major part of the burden. 
There is no more effective way in which students can make their 
-nnlribution tov.-ard v.'orld peace than by building up international 
friendship by rendering financial assistance to students of other 
countries who nre in difficulties. European Student Relief found its 
birth in the days immediately following the war. when a few people 
were broad-minded enough to forget the enmity that had been 
awakened during the preceding years, and recognize in their erst 
while foes only fellow students who as a result of a colossal world- 
wide tragedy were denied the opportunities thajt were open to them 
selves To bring it about that students in a poverty-stricken country 
feel thaf. in other' parts of the world there are students whose good 
will is great enough to express itself in a material form is to make i 
long stride toward that era when there will be no more war. 

The appeal of the Student Friendship Fund comes to all under^ 
.rraduaitcs of McGill as a challenge to make a contribution toward 
world friendship. As such it should be taken; not as an ordinary 
request for charity. The cause is a worthy one. We strongly re- 
commend that class presidents take the matter in hand immediately, 
and bring iit before their respective years.

"Discussing Iheao early beginnings 
of the language of slang, this star, 
who hnn become known as an export 
On all character oonvcr.satlon, said she 
believed uentain sorts of slang had a 
good excuse for being. This justificat- 
ion floponds on what it means to con- 
vey. SonieKlaiig words connote real wit 
On the part of tlio.se who first coin 
them, but aome, alas! only succeed in 
being' senseless and somehow a bit 
vulgar."

But we feel 
that there is somelihlng wrong in all 
this. AVhere is there man who can 
adapt himself to the multitude of

college Is filled? Tf wo may he par- 
doned for trespassing upon a ground 
^N-liere we aro far from being at 
home, we would mention a little se- 
leot'on from that noted writer, Ber- 
nard Shaw, lie said In effect thai 
the great men were those who adapt- 
ed their surroundings to themselves. 

Uow can we apply thjs lo our- 
selves, situated in tlio position of un- 
dergraduates in a University there 
•we have come, or where we have 
been sent for the purpose of "being 
educated." That is indeed a prob- 
lem. In order to do this properly one 
would have to start with the 
newMy matriculated inati. lie, pre- 
sumably,. wl.<»hos to get the most pos- 
isiblo out of hia four years in an In- 
.sllliiUon of higbcr learning. Mo can- 
not do llll.,s however, if he goes about 
it in tho haphasinrd way which most 
men follow when first coming to col- 
lego. In the flrirt place ho should bo 
examined n-S lo Ills fitness, to enter 
into that, profession or business for 
which his courses are nltimatoly sup-

})<!• given lo the entering student as 
were given to the men dr.afted Into 
'the American Army, (See Prof. Hum- 
phry's text on tiho "Mind"). The stu- 
'donl might nl. loust find out fof what 
he Is not fitted. 

Then there uiIkIU. he .a questiou- 
nalro issued lo the matriculant, upon 
•wlilch would he qiie»tloiis regarding 
'Ihc past exporloricc of the applicant 
and his a-.spli-ationH. if any. l-'or In- 
slïiiice wo might ask hliii: I.s co- 
cducaloii a big surprise lo yo\i'! or.

on the Senior rugby team what else 
would you like to do most before 
■lo.'iving college'.'

prevented from dl.s.Mlpal!ng loo inuch 
'of his time at I he Social Kvonliigs, 
Hind could learn liiiiviiiily and public 
servlco by acting as a meiiibnr of 
Some, of the many commltlnoH which 
nrb.
